BERLIN PAPER SAYS PLANES 
BROUGHT BACK 2381 WOUNDED 


Squadron of 15 Also Took 2700 
Tons of Material to Central 
Front, Dispatch Asserts. 
BERLIN, Aug. 9 (AP).—The 
newspaper Nachtausgabe said to- 
night that an air transport squad- 
ron of 15 Junkers planes had 
brought back 2381 wounded Ger- 
man soldiers from the central 
front from the start of the war 

until yesterday. 

An authorized source, however, 
said there was no record of a 
German radio broadcast that 280,- 
000 wounded soldiers had been 
brought back by such a transport 
squadron (as reported by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. listening 
post in New York), and said that 
such a figure was ridiculous. 

Nachtausgabe said the trans- 
port squadron carried 2700 tons 
of war material to the front and 
brought back the wounded in 2336 
flights. Twelve of the original 15 
planes are still flying, the report

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He Is Armed Only With 
Potato-Digger but Says 
He Is Ready to Use Shot- 
gun—WPA Road Grader 
Defied. 


The “shotgun brigade” of land- 
owners on Sappington Barracks 
road, which has armed, itself to 
prevent the WPA and the St. 
Louis County Highway Depart- 
ment from widening the road 
from 40 to 60 feet, was joined to- 
da; by Fred Joern, 78-year-old 
farmer. 

Joern’s only weapon to date 


has been a menacing potato dig- 
ger, with which he chased some 
telephone company linemen off 
his land a few days ago. But he 
owns a shotgun, too, and he said 
he woulc get it out if his property 
li-e in violated. 

Joern lives a quarter-mile west 
of Mrs. Lena Bender, who stood 
guard on her front lawn yester- 
day afternoon with a shotgun and 
defied a WPA worker driving a 
road grader to “take ore inch” of 
her property. Mrs. Bende.: was 
supported by her son-in-law, Vir- 
gil Allen, carrying a rifle, and 
hc: daughter, Mrs. Allen, armed 
with an ax. 

The three were ‘ormidable 
enough to prevent the road work- 
ers from stepping across their 
property line, and an armed truce 
was in effect today. No work 
was done, since the WPA does not 
work on Saturdays. 

Reliance on Old Order. 
The Highway Department is re- 
lying on an order of the St. Louis 
County Court, issued 92 years ago 
in 1849, establishing a 60-foot right- 
of-way for the road. But Joern, 
who lives in the same log cabin 
which his father built on a high 
knob overlooking the rolling hills 
in 1842, says it has never been 
considered as anything but a 40- 
foot road. 
“Why, when they. built it,” he 
said, “they didn’t need any more 
than about 15 feet.” 
Mrs. Bender has a sworn copy 
of a plat made by the County 
Surveyor’s office in 1907, showing 
the roadway with a width of 40 
feet. Raymond E. Julius, the 
Highway Department’s attorney, 
contends this plat is wrong. 
But those who think in legal 
terms are reckoning without the 
temperaments of Mrs, Bender and 
her daughter. 

“T’ll give my life for my prop- 
erty,” Mrs. Bender, a plump, gray- 
haired-widow of 67, shouted at an 
engineer for the Highway Depart- 
ment who went out to talk to her. 

Dares Workers to Strike. 

“I just wish I had a chance to 
get on that grader,” the engineer 
mused. 

This enraged Mrs. Allen. “You'd 
have to run it right over me,” she 
threatened. “I'll lie down on the 
ground and dare you to come on.” 

As Negro workmen cleared away 
the dirt bordering on the prop- 
erty line, Mrs. Allen put her foot 
on the line, challenging any one 
to hit it with a pick or shovel. 
None of the workmen, including 
WPA Superintendent Orland 
Locke, was inclined to doubt the 
seriousness of the threats of Mrs. 
Bender or Mrs. Allen. The road 
grader had made a strategic re- 
treat to another part of the high- 
way. Mrs. Bender’s shotgun re- 
mained loaded and at hand. 

of Road Widening. 

The road is being widened and 
improved to provide a quick access 
to Jefferson Barracks at the road’s 
eastern terminus. It will be a 30- 
foot paved road with five-foot 
shoulders on each side. The high- 
way engineer told Mrs. Bender he 
wanted only an additional three 
feet to provide a slope alongside 
the shoulders. 

“If you get three feet,” Mrs. 

Bender countered, “you'll take the 
whole 10. I’ve paid taxes on those 
10 feet for 34 years. When you go 
so far as to deprive a taxpayer of 
property without paying for it, I 
say ‘pooey’ to you.” 

Won Fight Over Pipe Lire. 
Mrs. Bender’s fisht for her prop- 
erty rights is nothing new to her. 
Ten years ago “-e joined with oth- 
er residents of the neighborhood 
in resisting the efforts of the Phil- 
lips Petroleum Co. to put a pipe 
line through her land without buy- 
ing outright the property under 
which the pipe line was to be laid. 
She won her fight and the pipe 
line now makes a wide detour 
around her land. “They’ve got a 
bend there,” she said; “they call it 
Bender’s bend. It’s such a curve 
they can’t pump crude oil through 
the line.” 

She thought back on those hectic 
days, when for six weeks she re- 
sisted being served with a sum- 
mons in condemnation proceedings. 
At that time she also had her 
shotgun ready and she had dyna- 
mite planted to tlow up her land 
if it were violated. 

“Why, we lived like in the days 
of the Indians,” she said, her eyes 
twinkling with satisfaction.

SOVIET PROSPECTS 
A POSSIBLE TOPIC 


Close Co-ordination. in At- 
lantic and Far East May 
Have Been Discussed, 
Writer Says.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. — The 
greatest event of the past week 
may not have happened at all, 
namely the meeting between 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 


Winston Churchill “somewhere” 
between New York and London. As 
I write, there is none who _ yet 
knows whether or not this his- 
torical meeting has actually oc- 
curred. But nine out of every 10 
Washington officials believe it 
took place and that it constitutes 
the greatest historical event since 
the German attack on Russia. 

For this meeting—if it occurred 
at all—can only mean that some- 
thing like a democratic supreme 
council or supreme strategy board 
has begun to function. The inex- 
plicable absence from Washington 
of the ranking American admiral, 
army general and head of the 
army air corps lends body to this 
hypothesis, 


Possible Topics. 

Immense speculation prevails as 
to the possible topics of discussion 
between the democratic champions. 
Certainly, most people think, an 
interchange of views on what the 
British leader would like the Unit- 
ed States to do and a clear state- 
ment by Roosevelt as to what he 
is willing and able to do must be 
among them, Newspaper dispatch- 
es from London still refer to a 
burning British desire for an 
American declaration of war on 
Germany. Certainly, there is no 
sign in Washington that’the Pres- 
ident dreams of asking Congress 
for such a declaration in the im- 
mediate future, Discussion, if 
any, will, therefore, have been 
around just what the United 
States can do, short of a declara- 
tion of war,,to assure the British 
people. 

In at least three zones there 
must and will be close Anglo-Amer- 
ican co-ordination—in the Atlan- 
tic, toward Soviet Russia and in 
the Far East. With Harry Hop- 
kins present to present Russia’s 
case as it came to him from Sta- 
lin, the two men will, people be- 
lieve, have weighed MRussia’s 
chances and calculated just how 
much can be done for that coun- 
try. 

Russian Desires. 

What Britain is doing, on the 
point of doing, and planning to do, 
is unknown here. But the Rus- 
sians in Washington make no se- 
cret of their ardent desire to see 
some sort of a British offensive to 
ease the German pressure on their 
fighting line. Churchill is a bold 
man and believes in taking 
chances; in the past he has often 
favored unorthodox strategy. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt can point with 
pride tu the speed with which this 
country has released airplanes, ma- 
chine tools and ojl (with four tank- 
ers to carry it) for the Russians. 

In the Atlantic, only the Presi- 
dent can say whether the present 
hemisphere defense line that. al- 
ready reaches Iceland ought to be 
further extended and when. 
Churchill is almost bound to press 
him for a stronger policy in the 
Far East. For Britons and Aus- 
tralians in this country are remark- 
ing openly that their policy to- 
ward further Japanese agcression

London Hints at Powerful 
Joint Offensive, With 

, Russians Usinz Huge 
Six-Motored Bombers. 


BERLIN, Aug. 9 (AP).—The Ger- 
many official news agency DNB 
acknowledged tonight that Rus- 
sian bombers attempted to attack 
Berlin last night, but said the 
planes were forced to turn back by 
anti-aircraft fire before readhing 
the capital’s outskirts. 


LONDON, Aug. 9 (AP).—Indica- 
tions here tonight were that the 
two R. A. F.’s—the British Royal 
Air Force and the Red Air Force 
—were gathering strength and mo- 
mentum for the most intensive 
and far-flung attacks of the war, 
with the Russians using mammoth 
siz-motored bombers to span the 
Eastern battle lines. 

The full offensive will turn Ger- 
man cities into “hells of death and 
destruction,” one informant de- 
clared, 

The big Russian planes, _ tech- 
nically known as L-760s, are be- 
lieved to be the most powerful 
weapons of the Soviet air force, 
with two more motors than the 
British and American-made “fort- 
ress” aircraft which the British 
have used for high-altitude’ at- 
tacks. 

Red Raids on Reich. 

Whether they have been used 
against Germany so far is not defi- 
nitely known, but the Red air 
force already is attacking Ger- 
many from the east in flights re- 
quiring a minimum round-trip 
range of about 1500 miles. 

Exchange Telegraph reported 
from Moscow that Soviet planes 
bombed military objectives in the 
vicinity of Berlin last night for 
the second straight night. 

(The Russian communique is- 
sued early today made the first 
official announcement that Red 
Army planes raided Berlin Thurs- 
day night, setting fires. It said 
nothing about a raid last night.)

Heat Wave Goes Into Its 22d Day 
Tomorrow, Shattering Old Record 


The current heat wave will enter 
its twenty-second day tomorrow, 
shattering all previous records for 
a protracted heat spell of succes- 
sive days of temperatures in ex- 
cess of 90 degrees. 

“It will be in the high 90’s again 
tomorrow, as sure as it’s Sunday,” 
said Chief Meteorlogist Walter J. 
Moxom. “So, I guess I'd better 
change the record book.” 

The previous record for con- 
secutive days of temperatures in 
the 90’s was established in August, 
1936, when St. Louisans sweltered 
through 21 days until a cool wave 
brought relief. 

Moxom would make no forecast 


as to when the present heat wave

Bruno Mussolini 
Buried in Family 
Crypt in Village 


Premier Thanks 
Diplomats for ‘Last 
Honor’ to Son. 


PREDAPPIO, Italy, Aug. 9 (AP). 
—Premier Mussolini buried - his 
second-born son, Bruno, today in 
| the: ute cemetery of, San Cassi- 
ano in Penni, near the graves of 
the Premier’s blacksmith father 
and school-teacher mother. 

The body was brought here yes- 
terday from Pisa, where the 23- 
year-old air captain was killed 
Thursday in the crash of an ex- 
perimental warplane. 

The populace of this village, 
where the Premier was born, and 
families from the surrounding 
countryside lined the road from 
the Fascist headquarters to the 
cemetery while the funeral proces- 
sion moved slowly under the warm 
sun. 

Mussolini and his family followed 
the hearse along the road show- 
ered with flowers. Behind the 
family walked high officials of the 
Fascist party and military and 
givil authorities, carrying banners 
of Fascist organizations, including 
those of sports groups of which 
Bruno Mussolini had been a mem- 
ber. 

Diplomats Attend. 

Diplomats from all countries in 
alliance with Italy, Germany and 
Japan under the tripartite pact 
and the Charge d’Affaires of Uru- 
guay attended the ceremony. When 
the procession paused at the en- 
trance to the cemetery, Mussolini 
turned his eyes for a moment, saw 
the diplomats and broke the deep 
silence. 

“T thank you, gentlemen, for 
having kindly rendered the last 
honor to a soldier of Italy,” he 
said. 

Bugle: sounded. Fascist Secre- 
tary Adelchi Serena _ shouted: 
“Comrade, pilot, Atlantic flyer, 
Bruno Mussolini!” 

“Present!” shouted the crowd, 

Fascist Hymn Played. 

The air corps band played the 
Fascist hymn, Giovanezza, and the 
bells of San Cassiano church 
tolled as the casket was carried in- 
side the church where the Pre- 
mier as a child was baptized. 

The casket was placed on the 
floor of the church and candles 
and a crucifix were placed above 
it. The Bishop from Bertinoro cel- 
ebrated mass. After the Bishop 
had blessed the body, the casket 
was carried out to a nearby fun- 
neral crypt between ranks of young 
Fascists who presented arm. Then 
the aviator pallbearers laid the 
casket beside that of Bruno's 
grandfather and grandmother. 

Bruno’s mother, Donna Rachele, 
entered the crypt and. placed on 
the coffi® her son’s sword which 
she had clutched to her breast ey- 
ery time the casket was moved in 
its trip from Pisa.

Two communiques today an- 
nounced the destruction of trapped 
Soviet defenders of Roslavl, 60 
miles southeast of Smolensk, the 
capture of 38,000 prisoners there 
and the seizure of the railroad 
town of Korosten, one of the north- 
western yates to Kiev. These

To Reject Joint Return. 

George indicated that the com- 
mittee would reject Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau’s pro- 
posal for a modified requirement 
that husbands and wives file joint 
income returns, when both earn 
income outside the home. The 
House struck a joint return clause 
from the Dill. | 

Several Finance committeemen, 
including Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley, argued against mandatory 
joint returns at a hearing yester- 
day. Morgenthau, however, con- 
tended such a provision was de- 
sirable in order to prevent persons 
with large incomes from making 
property transfers between hus- 
band and wife, thus dividing in- 
comes and qualifying for lower 
surtax brackets. 

As an alternative, George sug- 
gested that all husbands and 
wives divide equally any income 
they might have and file separate 
returns—a system now followed in 
nine states having community 
property laws. 

George conceded, that this pro- 
gram would tend to place a heavi- 
er tax burden on single individ- 
pals than on married persons. By 
splitting their income in half, he 
explained, a pair filing two re- 
turns would pay less in taxes than 
a bachelor with the same in- 
come filing one return. 

George Would Lower Exemptions. 

George indorsed the Treasury 
recommendation for reducing ex- 
isting income tax exemptions from 
$2000 to $1500 for married persons, 
and from $800 to $750 for single in- 
dividuals. That suggestion would 
require about 6,543,000 additional 
persons to file tax returns and 
would subject single persons earn- 
ing as low as $14.42 weekly to the 
income levy. 

As other means of raising $800,- 
000,000 to one billion dollars, Mor- 
genthau suggested increased estate 
and gift taxes, taxation of state 
and local securities, revision of ex- 
cess profits levies and reduction 
of depletion credits granted con- 
cerns, such as oi] companies, that 
take natural resources from the 
land. 

A suggestion by Morgenthau 
that a simplified tax form be pro- 
vided for low income groups met 
with general committee approval. 
Under the system, which would ap- 
ply to incomes up to $3000, a tax- 
payer merely would have to fig- 
ure his total income, make deduc- 
tions for dependents and then pay 
a tax designated in a table on the 
reverse side of the form. 

Morgenthau, while offering spe- 
cific recommendations for raising 
up to one billion dollars of extra 
revenue, indicated that a $5,400,-

Two Killed When Fire Sweeps 
Oil Carrier in River 
at Detroit. 


DETROIT, Aug. 9 (AP).—Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation agents 
and Detroit police launched an in- 
quiry today into the cause of an 
explosion and fire on the Canadian 
oil tanker Transiter. Two persons 
lost their lives. 

Five minutes after the 180-foot 
Diesel-powered vessel left port late 
yesterday laden with 750,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline bound for Canada 
the tanker exploded and burst into 
flames on the River Rouge. 

As police searched the waters for 
the bodies of Mrs, Elida Tremblay, 
46 years old, of Murray Bay, Que., 
wife of the captain, and Roger 
Frechette, 24, a deckhand, survi- 
vors related a tale of heroism. 

With flames leaping about him, 
Capt. Rudolph Tremblay, they said, 
swung the ship in a wide arc to 
prevent it. from drifting down- 
stream and endangering oil docks 
lining the shore. It nosed in the 
mud near the American Agricul- 
tural Chemical Co. plant. 

Tremblay then leaped from the 
tanker and reached shore with 14 
crew members while a fireboat 
forced the burning ship upstream 
and away from the chemical] plant 
with streams of water. 

Two of the crew, Francois 
Descheneau, third engineer, and 
Edward Bariteau, cook, are in a 


hospital for treatment.of burns. 
Bight others, including Mrs. Jeanne 
Cascault, wife of the chief engi- 
neer, were released after treat- 
ment for minor burns and injuries. 
Mrs. Tremblay and Mrs. Cas- 
cault had boarded the Transiter a 
week ago for a vacation trip. 
On April 22 fire broke out in 
the pumphouse of the Transiter in 
Lake Erie. While Capt. Tremblay 
and an engineer remained aboard 
to fight the flames 13 crewmen 
and two women, on orders, took to 


lifebooats and were rescued by the 


package freighter City of Toronto. 
The Transiter was towed to Port 
Stanley, Ont., and recommissioned. 

The Transiter is operated by the 
Transit Tankers and Terminals, 
Ltd., of Montreal.

SHOT ON ZANZAN 
STILL ON RAIDER 


Berlin Answers U. S. 
Query on Whereabouts 
of Men Taken Aboard 
Nazi Ship 115 Days Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP).— 
The German Government informed 
the United States today that two 
Americans whose whereabouts 
have been a mystery since the 
sinking of the Egyptian steamer 
Zamzam were still aboard the 
Nazi raider which sank it. 

The Zamzam was sunk by the 
raider Tamesis 115 days ago and 
the United States Government 
asked for information about the 
two, Francis Vicovari of New 
York City, co-leader fo a British- 
American ambulance unit, and Ned 
Laughinghouse, Wilson (N. C,) 
tobacco man. | 

Both were injured in the Zam- 

zam incident and were not trans- 
ferred to the German transport 
Dresden as were other Zamzam 
passengers. Where the Tamesis— 
and the two Americans—are now 
was not disclosed. 
The Tamesis has not been re- 
ported—either by the Germans or 
by British naval patrol or mer- 
chant ships—since it sailed away 
into the South Atlantic with the 
two Americans and other wounded. 
Donald 8S. King, one of the ambu- 
lance drivers aboard the Zamzam, 
reported Vicovari was wounded 
just before dawn on April 17 when 
a shell from the raider plowed a 
hole through his cabin. King said 
fragments of steel struck the 25- 
year-old ambulance driver, break- 
ing his leg, ankle and elbow. 

Vicovari had been captured by 
the Germans once before. Driving 
an ambulance aiding the French, 
he was caught in the Nazi blitz- 
krieg of last year. 

The exact extent of Laughing- 
house’s injuries has not been dis- 
closed officially. 

119 Quickly Released. 

The raider Tamesis transferred 
the other American passengers 
aboard the Zamzam to the Dres- 
den which, after 30 days at sea, 
landed them at a port in occupied 
France where 119 were quickly 
freed. 

The Germans held 23 of the 
American ambulance drivers in oc- 
cupied France pending an investi- 
gation of their status. A few es- 
caped, and after 86 days of cap- 
tivity, the rest were released on 
urgent representations by the 
United States. 

Some German raiders have been 
known to spend long periods at 
sea, being refueled by blockade- 
running supply boats, but officials 
here consider that the German 
Government should by now have 
information on  Vicovari and 
Laughinghouse. 

The British navy has made no 
report of any British warship cap- 
turing or sinking the Tamesis or 
any other German ship with Amer- 
icangwounded aboard.

spent with the Finnish army ‘havé 
given me proof after proof that the 
Red army carries out to the letter 
Stalin’s order to destroy everything 


of value wher it retreats. 

Any abar.doned village or town 

can be spotted long before we 
reach it by the chimneys standing 
like so many sentinels amid scenes 
of desolation. Among the most 
curious sights are the second story 
iron stoves left in mid-air, hooked 
to chimneys, when the rest of the 
house has burned. 
* No matter how small a town is, 
it has its more than life-sized 
statue of Stalin. At first when 
the Finns captured the towns they 
smashed these statues. The high 
command, however, soon deemed 
it better to have them taken as 
trophies. 

At one village we found a 
church still standing. It had been 
converted into a community movie. 

On the walls were inscriptions 
such as, “Never more shall perish 
the honor of the army which 
fought for Communism.” Seats 
were set aside for political com- 
missars, a Colonel and a Major. 
A religious painting on the ceiling 
remained, depicting Christ blessing 
the children. 

One of the characteristics of all 
Russian villages is a triumphal 
wooden arch with some Commu- 
nist slogan thereon. The Finns on 
capturing such localities lose no 
time in tearing down the slogans 
but they usually leave the red- 
painted arches intact. 

We encountered many graves of 
the Finnish-Russian winter war 
of 1939-40. They were collective 
graves ma:ked by red marble 
slabs with Soviet stars superim- 
posed on them.

He advised those with savings 
to buy food and other supplies 
now “before your money becomes 
worthless.”

Col. Britton urged those with 
insurance to file claims for every 
minor loss or injury because, he 
said, “nearly all the insurance 
companies are now directly con- 
trolled by the Germans and com- 
panies get rich by relying on peo- 
ple not to bother to make small 
claims.” 

He also suggested that those 
able to get credit at banks should 
borrow as much as possible and 
buy commodities. 

Again he asked the people to 
continue chalking up the “V” for 
victory sign, saying “You know 
and I know what it stands for 
and so do the German troops and 
the Nazi agents, and they don’t 
like it.”

The major convention address of 
“Judge” Joseph F. Rutherford, 
leader of the Witnesses of Je- 
hovah, was the most important 
item on today’s schedule of the 
group’s Theocratic Assembly at 
the Arena. .The address, entitled 
“Comfort All That Mourn,” was 
delivered late today. 

A fist fight occurred outside the 
Arena fence last night when sev- 
eral young men demanded that 
Witnesses sleeping on the lawn in- 
side the fence salute a banner 
reading “God Bless America,” 
which one of the youths was car- 
rying. 

Police were unable to determine 
who struck the men, but reported 
seven or eight members of the 
sect, who had been standing guard 
at the gates and carrying canes, 
were in the crowd that gathered 
about them. 

Two Held Temporarily. 

Two St. Louisans, Ralph Nen- 
ninger, a clerk, 3102 Oregon ave- 

nue and Walter Krys, 4733 Mi- 
lentz avenue, were held overnight 
at the Hampton avenue police sta- 
tion, but were released today when 
they denied they were with the 
banner-carrying youths. Nennin- 
ger suffered a scalp wound in the 
scuffle, : 

Jehovah's Witnesses have at- 
tracted attention throughout’ the 
country because of their refusal to 
salute the flag, which they con- 
sider a violation of Biblical laws. 

Members of the group were busy 
throughout the city again this 
morning, selling tracts, playing re- 
corded talks by Rutherford, and 
urging St. Louisans'to read the 
Bible. 

Several housewives have com- 
plained that the Witnesses, many 
of them still seeking lodging al- 
the convention is to end tomorrow, 
were disturbing them by ringing 
doorbells late at night. 

Complaint About Dripping Faucets. 

Residents in the Kingshighway- 
Eastoh avenue district said room- 
seekeers helped themselves to 
drinking water from outside fau- 
cets and left them dripping. Rooms 
had been reserved in advance for 
the crowd of convention visitors, 
estimated at 75,000, but many 
householders apparently changed 
their minds after the convention 
started and. canceled the reserva- 
tions. 

Rutherford, whose previous talks 
a. the convention have been read 
from prepared manuscripts in a 
rather expressionless tone, delight- 
ed his followers yesterday with an 
extemporaneous talk interlarded 
with jibes at newspapers, religions 
and patriotic groups. 

“Some demonized flag wavers 
want you to bow down to the flag 
and jeopardize your eternal life,” 
he said, “but fanatical flag wavers 
are the first to break the country’s 
laws.” 

He declared that he was not 
“leader of the sect,” as newspa- 
pers has described him, tut “just 
one of the boys, fighting along 
with you.” 

The talk was addressed primar- 
ily to about 5000 full-time, paid 
workers, known as “pioneers,” but 
was heard by thousands who 
packed the Arena and overflowed 
into side buildings and on the 
lawn, listening to the talk through 
an amplifying system. 

When Rutherford appeared at 
the Arena in a limousine diven 
by a chauffeur, Witnesses linked 
arms to form an aisle from the 
front gate to a rear entrance of 
the building. 

Former Attorney Criticised. 

Shortly before his talk yesterday, 
a resolution was adopted criticis- 
ing O. R. Moyne, former attorney 
for the Watch Tower Bible and 
Tract Society, the Witnesses’ pub- 
lishing organizattion. Moyne, the 
resolution related, had criticised 
the society's board of directors, and 
when an answer was published in 
“The Watch Tower,” Moyne filed 
a $100,000 libel suit against the 
publication. 

The long resolution, interspersed 
with frequent Biblical quotations, 
urged Witnesses to avoid Moyle 
and his pulications. Thousands 
of printed copies of the resolution 
were available in the Arena lobby 
10 minutes after it had been 
passed. 

A mass baptism will be held to- 
morrow morning in Forest Park 
Highlands swimming pool.

DONNELL SIGNS 
BILLS FOR St 
BONDS IN COL 


Purpose Is to Relieve Dis- 
tricts That Cannot Oper- 
ate on Maximum Tax 


Revenue. 
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By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 9. — 
Measures passed by the 1941 Legis- 
lature authorizing public school 
districts in St. Louis County to 
borrow money and issue bonds for 


general school operating purposes 
and authorizing the organization of 
fire protection districts in unincor- 
porated areas in St. Louis County, 
were approved yesterday by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell. 

At the same time the Governor 
announced the veto of two other 
bills affecting St. Louis County. 
One would have given each of the 
four Circuit Judges a salary in- 
crease of $1500 a year and the oth- 
er proposed the remission of penal- 
ties on unpaid taxes levied by sew- 
er districts formed under the old 
Ralph Sewer Law, under which no 
sewers were built. 

The Governor approved a bill 
authorizing the issuance of refund- 
ing bonds to redeem or refund out- 
standing toll bridge revenue bonds, 
which were issued for the construc- 
tion of highway toll bridges in 
Missouri. 

The bill authorizing school dis- 
tricts in St. Louis County to bor- 
row money and issue bonds for 
general purposes is intended to re- 
lieve the financial straits of sever- 
al districts, particularly University 
City, arising from the fact their 
requirements for operating pur- 
poses are greater than the revenue 
produced by the maximum tax now 
authorized by the Constitution for 
general school purposes. This act 
will expire on Jan. 1, 1946. 

A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing schiool districts 
in St. Louis County to vote an ad- 
ditional levy for general school 
purposes up to $1 on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation, in addition to 
the present maximum levy of $1, 
will be submitted to voters of the 
State in the 1942 general election, 
through a resolution passed by the 
1941 Legislature, | 

Provisions of Fire Bill. 

The fire protection district bill 
for St. Louis County will enable 
residents in unincorporated areas 
of St. Louis County to organize 
such districts, upon approval of 
the Circuit Court and after ratifi- 
cation by a majority vote in an 
election within a proposed district. 
It provides for issuance of bonds, 
by two-thirds vote in an election, 
for construction of buildings and 
purchase of equipment. District 


trustees are authorized by the bill 


to establish fire protection regula- 
tions. . 

The bill authorizes such fire pro- 
tection districts to levy an annual 
maintenance tax of not to exceed 
15 cents on the $100 assessed val- 
uation. The levy may be increased 
to 20 cents if approved by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Judicial Salary Veto. 

The salary increase bill for St. 

Louis County C*°cuit Judges, ve- 


‘toed by Donnell, would have in- 


creased the pay of each of the 
four Judges from $6500 a year to 
$8000 by designating them as jury 
supervisors and allowing them 
$1500 a year for such services. 
The Judges now are members of 
the County Jury Commission, 
which selects juries. 

Gov. Donnell, in vetoing the 
salary bill, said his disapproval did 
not constitute an expression of 
opinion against legislation to in- 
crease the salaries of the Judges, 
but he took the position that the 
additional services that would be 
rendered by the four Judges under 


the bill were nct reasonably worth 
the aggregate of $6000 a year in 
additional compensation proposed 
by the bill. 

The bill remitting penalties on 
unpaid taxes of St. Louis County 
sewer districts formed under the 
Ralph law, which was repealed 
in 1931, would have removed such 
penalties on a graduated scale, 
varying from total remission down 
to 25 per cent, over a period end- 
ing April 1, 1942. It would have 
applied only to such districts in 
which no sewers actually were 
built under the Ralph Act. 

Gov. Donnell vetoed the bill on 
the ground it would not be fair 
to property owners who already 
have paid such taxes with pen- 
alties, interest or costs.

Two city stationary engineers, 
officers of an AFL union, who 
were reported by Harry F. Kline, 
financial secretary of Operating 
Engineers’ Local, No. 2, AFL, as 
not being in good standing with 
his union, were given dismissal 
notices yesterday, effective Aug. 
23, by Director of Public Util- 


ities Max H. Doyne. 

They are Russell S. Wood, presi- 
ident of Licensed Power Engi- 
neers’ Local, No. 12, employed at 
City Hospital, and William Schultz, 
secretary of the local, employed at 
Bissell’s Point pumping station. 
Their pay is $195 a month each. 
Local No. 12 was formed in 
1938 by city-employed engineers, 
who resigned from Local No. 2 
as a result of a strike called by 
Kline against the city waterworks. 
A jurisdictional dispute between 
the two locals followed, with a 
political aftermath, as the Demo- 
cratic administration under former 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann con- 
tinued to employ engineers from 
Local No. 12, and the Republican 
administration has recognized Lo- 
cal No. 2 as the union having 
jurisdiction over operating engi- 
neers. 

Doyne has received a letter from 
William Green, AFL president, 
which said that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor recognized the 
International Union of Operating 
Engineers as the jurisdictional 
body for city engineers. Kline’s 
local is affiliated with that in- 
ternational. 

Doyne said he was not demand- 
ing that the engineers resign from 
Ne. 2, but they must be in good 
standing with Kline’s union in or- 
der to work for the city. The two 
men received notification of 
Kline’s complaint several weeks 
ago. The dismissal notices fol-, 
lowed. 

A third engineer, Horace G.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


For National Convention Hall Here. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE American people have evolved 

a party system which is an essential 
part of our democracy. However, in the 
culmination of such system, our national 
conventions for‘the nomination of candi- 
dates for the presidency of the United 
States, there are aspects subject to ad- 
verse criticism. One of them is the 
method of determining their quadrennial 
location. 

It is a derogation of the dignity of 
meetings representative of millions of 
voters that the location should be put up 
at auction, and it is almost equally a 
derogation that sectional consideration 
should be weighed. 

To remove the forces that tend to low- 
er the dignity of such august assemblies, 
I suggest the President and Congress 
authorize erection and maintenance of a 
permanent great convention hall of suit-

PROPOSALS FOR BETTER TRANSIT. 


A poor transportation system for yeara has been 
a source of inconvenience to St. Louisans and visi- 
tors, and a handicap to the city’s development. The 
transit situation is one of the reasons for the loss 
of population shown in the last census, and for the 
decline of the downtown section. Any program that 
promises to bring relief from the congestion, slow 
service and insufficiency of vehicles should be wel- 
comed by the city administration and the public. 

A highly promising plan toward those ends has 
now been submitted to the city by the Public Service 
Co. It will be investigated and studied by city de- 
partment heads, Mayor Becker announces. Doubt- 
less there will also be an opportunity for the public 
to. make its opinion felt. 

The most important change proposed is the sub- 
stitution of busses for street cars on seven lines, 
reaching all parts of the city. The motor bus, as 
we have said on many occasions, is the modern and 
coming vehicle for mass transportation. The street 
car is virtually obsolete, and in many cities has 
given way entirely to the bus. In speed, in con- 
venience, in flexibility, in silent operation, the bus 
has proved itself superior to the street car. 

St. Louis in 1940 had a shocking increase in’ its 
traffic death toll, and the rate is little reduced this 
year. The safety factor is also a strong recom- 
mendation for the bus, since it loads and unloads at 
the curb, while the street car forces passengers to 
risk the hazard of getting out into the street. The 
Public Service Co. recognizes this danger in its pro- 
posal to build 32 safety zone platforms. 

Extension of existing car lines and changes in 
their routes are clearly in order. One conspicuous 
example in the new plan is extension of the Good- 
fellow bus line to provide service to the small-arms 
ammunition plant, where thousands of workers are 
in need of better transportation. The re-routing 
of the Manchester line to the central business dis- 
trict will mean a direct route for many Webster 
Groves-Kirkwood residents, whose dissatisfaction 
with existing facilities was brought out in a survey 
last week, Making Locust street a bus thoroughfare 
by shifting the Hodiamont cars to Washington ave- 
nue should help relieve downtown congestion. 

On the details of these route changes, however, 
public opinion will be valuable, and it should be 
heard before final decision is made. 

The fare modifications, announced as experimen- 
tal, ought to be good news to the public, and in- 
crease the company’s business. In a time of rising 
costs for every necessity, many families will find a 
substantial saving in the lower rates for school 
children, and shoppers will find economy in the 
proposed weekly passes. 

If these changes bring wider use of busses and 
street cars, the city as well as the Public Service 
Co. will benefit. Such a change will mean less use 
of private autos for trips downtown, and will reduce 
traffic congestion to that extent. That this is some- 
thing to think about was proved by a survey in 
1937, which showed that, because of poor transit 
facilities, more persons were entering the down- 
town district in private cars than came in busses, 
street cars and service cars combined. The net 
result was a decline of 39,000 since 1926 in the daily 
average of persons coming downtown. 

Only part of the problem can be solved by the 
new plan, however. The city and downtown busi- 
ness interests also have their work cut out for them. 

What about restrictions on parking, to speed the 
flow of traffic in downtown streets? What about 
more and better parking-lot facilities? What about 
the proposals for a traffic terminal on or near the 
riverfront, for a tunnel or an elevated so traffic may 
escape the downtown congestion? What about the 
widening of Third street, to create a new traffic 
artery linking the north and south ends of the city? 
What about extension of the Express Highway to 
bring county traffic into the city more speedily? 

A modern city stands or falls on the efficiency of 
its mass-transportation system. St. Louis has been 
lagging disgracefully in this respect. The new 
transit proposals are an opportunity for a new 
start in the right direction, but they must be fol- 


lowed by other steps if the problem is to be solved,

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3 TOWARD A SENSIBLE PEACE. 
The shape of the world to follow the war should 
be the subject of frée and searching discussion. If

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peace is again allowed to catch the world unpre— 


pared, other wars will come. It is every citizen’s 
duty to think and talk about the kind of new order 
that men of good will must build onthe ruins of 
Hitler’s old order of hatred, greed and bloodshed. 

But it is doubtful if remarks such as those of Sen- 
ator Josh Lee of Oklahoma add anything constructive 
to the forum. Senator Lee begins with the theory 
that “the only thing the matter with the Versailles 
Treaty was that it was too ladylike.” There is, of 
course, only one way to correct such a mistake, if 
opportunity knocks a second time. That is to make 
a peace that will make Versailles seem like the soft 
caress of a half-forgotten springtime. 

But would such a peace be a success? Here Adolf 
Hitler might be consulted. Hitler himself believes 
that the Treaty of Versailles was too lenient, He 
vowed he would not make the “mistake” the enemies 
of his country had made before him. The “peace” 
Hitler has given to Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, 
Belgium, Holland, Greece, Yugoslavia and France 
was expressly designed to keep these countries from 
ever rising to dispute the rule of their conquerors, 

But is it working? . Every bit of news that 
trickles in from the occupied countries demon- 
strates the opposite. Hitler has succeeded only in 
fanning the flames ef hatred. The conquered peoples 
are suNen now. Eventually, when military fortunes 
begin to turn, they will be in open revolt. 

Hitler’s kind of peace is not. working for Ger- 
many today and, if we appropriate it for ourselves, 
it will not work against Germany tomorrow. A du- 
rable ‘peace must be based on reconciliation and 
equal social and economic opportunities for all peo- 
ples. Such a peace may be “ladylike,” if that be a 
term of opprobrium, but in the long run it is the only 
kind of peace that has half a chance of being per- 
manent, 

Senator Lee, who was a university professor before 
he became a Senator, ought to know this. Also, he 
should know that threats to pulverize Germany only 
strengthen Hitler’s hold upon the Germans. 

No people is going to lay down its arms when it 
is convinced that to do so is the equivalent of suicide. 
But the promise of a fair peace could do a great 
deal, as it did in 1918, to weaken the resistance of 
‘the war-weary masses. : 

TEMPORARY RELIEF FOR UNIVERSITY CITY SCHOOLS. 

The means for tiding University City over its im- 
mediate school emergency becomes a reality with 
Gov. Donnell’s signature on the bill to authorize a 
school district to borrow money. With this enact- 
ment of the last legislative session now a law, Uni- 
versity City schools can adjust, on a temporary basis, 
their financial difficulties. 

But, and this cannot be said too many times in 
Missouri between now and the next general elec- 
tion, the emergency loan statute does not provide 
permanent relief. This stopgap measure needs to 
be followed by adoption of the newly submitted State 
constitutional amendment which will enable dis- 
traught school districts to increase the present in- 
elastic tax limit. 
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A SERIOUS WARNING. 

A plain warning to whatever parties aré responsi- 
ble for the shipyard strike at Kearny, N. J., was 
given yesterday by Ralph A. Bard, Acting Secretary 
of the Navy. “It is not the function of the navy 
to settle labor disputes,” said Secretary Bard, “but 
if management and labor cannot arrive at a settle- 
ment steps must be taken which will in one way 
or another put this huge shipbuilding plant back 
into production at the earliest possible moment.” 

This is no gentle tap on the wrist. It is a warn- 
ing from an official who, as long as he is backed 
by the President, is in a position of authority. What 
“steps” he refers to are not clear, but what is clear 
is that the President has authority to order that the 
plant be taken over. 

This was done in the Inglewood (Cal.) aviation 
strike, with the army as the instrument. It could 
be done in this case by the navy. 

Naturally, plant seizure is strong medicine, and 
the country wants to see it used sparingly. But 
national defense igs even stronger medicine. If we 
fail on the shipping front, all our other efforts 
are wasted. 

There is one thing that should be done, however, 
before the last drastic step is taken. The circum- 
stances surrounding the strike have not been made 
clear to the public. All that has been available 
are the contradictory statements of the company 
and the CIO shipbuilding local, each placing the 
blame upon the other party. 

Why cannot. the National Defense Mediation 
Board sift the facts and fix the responsibility and 
issue a full statement to the public? 
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Japan has given “binding assurances” of its sup- 
port of the Axis—binding just as long as Tokyo feels 
that the odds are in Hitler’s favor. 
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A CURSE OF DEMOCRACY. 

There is consternation in London and Buffalo— 
and in Washington, too, we suppose—because Pres- 
ident R. J. Thomas of the United Automobile Work- 
ers, CIO, has announced that there will be no time 
for a trans-Atlantic broadcast by Laborite Minister 
Herbert Morrison to the union’s convention. 

All manner of sinister explanations for the “snub” 
are being suggested, but it presents no mystery at all 
to those who recall the UAW’s convention in St. 
Louis last year, which went into several days of 
overtime debate becausé somebody wanted to add 
2 cents to the monthly per capita tax. A Question 
of comparable importance has probably arisen in 
Buffalo and, true to the UAW tradition, everybody 
is demanding and getting his say. :

Legal experts are critical of Supreme Court opinion, written by 
Justice Frankfurter, holding school children must salute flag, 
law journal says; contends that decision robs children of educa- 
tion; ultimate triumph of Chief Justice Stone’s dissent is predicted,

Court upheld the validity of the com- 
pulsory flag salute as applied to chil- 
dren asserting a bona fide religious objec- 
tion, was decided in the spring of 1940. 
The decision came at a time of exception- 
al emotion, when the world staggered under 
the shock of the impending fall of France, 
with the vast implications of that event. 
Sufficient time has now elapsed to per-

. mit an appraisal of the decision in the light 


of mature consideration and of some ex- 
perience with issues arising from it. 

No decision of recent years in the field of 
civil liberty (with the possible exception 
of the Hague case in 1939) has aroused so 
much informed discussion, and it is inter- 
esting to note that the critical comment 
has.been largely adverse to the soundness 
of the decision. 

In Whitney North Seymour’s comprehen- 
sive review of the Supreme Court’s consti- 
tutional decisions in 1939-40, much atten- 
tion is devoted to this case, and the com- 
mentator does not mince words in con- 
demning it. He refers to it as an “aberra- 
tion” which calls for correction in accord- 
ance with the reasoning of the dissenting 
opinion of Mr. Justice Stone. 

Another severe comment is that of Prof. 
Robert E. Cushman in his survey of the 
constitutional decisions of the Supreme 
Court in the October term, 1939, 35 Amer- 
ican Political Science Review, 250, 269. 

* * * 


His analysis is equally devastating. Of 
the majority opinion by Mr. Justice Frank- 
furter, it is said that it “goes to the point 
of showing it to be a tenable view that na- 
tional unity depends upon, or is enhanced 
by, having school children salute the flag. 
It does not go beyond that point. It falls 
far short of proving that national unity, or 
any other desirable result, will come from 
compelling school children publicly to af- 
firm unfelt loyalties.” 

On the other hand, it is said that Mr. 
Justice Stone’s dissent “deserves a place 
in the classic literature of civil liberty.” 

In the argument before the Supreme 
Court in the Gobitis case, it was pointed 
out that a logical result of a decision up- 
holding the compulsory salute would be the 
claim that a number of unfortunate chil- 
dren, besides being expelled from school, 
would be charged with delinquency, and 
that attempts would be made to take them 
away from their parents and commit them 
to reformatories. 

This, indeed, has come to pass in several 
instances, but fortunately the courts 
have shrunk from so barbaric a result. They 


have been able to avoid it by construing 
delinquency statutes as not applicable to 
the situation. 

Thus, in a reeent decision of the Supreme 
Court of New Hampshire (State vs. Le- 
febvre), it was said: “We find no intent 
of the Legislature to treat as delinquents 
those who are excluded from attendance 
because they act in good faith from con- 
scientious motives, without injury to the 
health or morals of themselves or others.” 

The same result was reached in a recent 
decision of the Appellate Division, Fourth 
Department, in New York. 

* « * 

The New Hampshire case is of special in- 
terest as pointing out the anomalous results 
brought about by the Gobitis ruling. On the 
one hand, the children who decline to salute 
can be expelled from the school because the 
salute requirement is valid, even as ap- 
plied to children asserting religious scruple 
in good faith, 

On the other hand, the very fact that the 
children’s position is based on conscientious 
motives makes it impossible to treat them 
as delinquents and place them in a penal 
institution or reformatory. 

Nevertheless, as the New Hampshire 
court said: “We cannot order the school 
authorities to revoke the suspension of the 
children. Still less can we order the chil- 
dren, in spite of their conscientious religious 


scruples, to salute the flag so that they may. 


be accepted again as students in the 
schools.” 

The net result is, therefore, that these 
young and innocent conscientious objectors 
are deprived of their education, save as 
the private means of their parents or pri- 
vate charity may supply it. 

It is not, however, primarily because ex- 
perience has revealed harsh and unreason- 
able consequences that the Gobitis deci- 
sion is subject to sound criticism. 

Its fallacy was the assertion that any 
good result could be expected from attempt- 
ing to force conformity to a particular cere- 
mony, in the face of religious scruple. 

National unity is important, even vital 
in these days, but the penalizing of religious 
beliefs held by a few school children is 
hardly the way to promote it. There are 
many other and better methods. 

Instances will readily come to mind where, 
even after many years, a powerful dissent is 
seen to contain a true view and becomes 
the law. 

We have the temerity to predict that this

NAVY COMMISSIONS 
NEW TIOSPITAL onl 


U. S. S. Solace Formerly Was 
Liner Iroquois—Will Ac- 
commodate 400. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9 (AP).— 
The Navy today commissioned the 
U. S. S. Solace, adding to the 
American fleet its first hospital 
ship since first World War days. 
The Solace is the former 6209- 
ton Clyde Mallory liner Iroquois. 
Bought by. the navy in July 1940, 


it has been undergoing conversion 
at the Atlantic basin iron works 
in Brooklyn. It had been used 
by the Government in October, 
1939, to return American nation- 
als from Britain by the way of 
Ireland. 

The Solace is fitted as a mod- 
ern 400-bed hospital which naval 
authorities said is as fully equipped 
as any similar sized hospital on 
land. 

Besides the operating crew it 
will carry 13 medical officers, 
three dental officers, 13 nurses, 
three pharmacists and 139 hospital 
corps ratings. 

The shining white ship, bear- 
ing a green band and a red cross 
on each side—colors prescribed for 
hospital ships by The Hague con- 
vention—was commissioned in brief 
ceremonies at the iron works pier 
in Brooklyn. 

Capt. Benjamin Perlman, com- 
manding officer, read the orders 
placing the ship in commission. 

The navy’s only other hospital 
ship is the U. S. S. Relief.

GERMANS REVISE 
RUSSIA SCHEDULE 
“NOW FAR BEHIND 


New Time Table Calls for 
Occupation of Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev by 
End of September. 


BERN, Aug. 9 (AP).—Red army 
resistance has forced the German 
high command to change its time 
table for the Russian campaign, 
but the Nazis still hope for a 
sweeping victory by the end of 
September, information reaching 
here from foreign military observ- 
ers in Berlin indicated today. 


The September goal calls for oc- 
cupation of Moscow, Leningrad 
and Kiev and an advance to the 
Caucasus Mountains, these observ- 
ers reported. Subsequently the 
program was said to call for an 
advance to the Urals and estab- 
lishment of a defense line there. 

Originally, Adolf Hitler’s plans 
envisioned capture of Leningrad 
three weeks after the campaign 
began and the fall of Moscow soon 
after, it was said. By the end of 
August, the Germans and their 
Axis allies were to have reached 
Astrakhan on the Caspian Sea, 
1700 miles southeast of Berlin, the 
information declared. This sched- 
ule is said to have been abandoned 
July 15. 

The Revised German Plans, 

Completion of the new schedule, 
the information said, would m : 

1. Germany will set up a defense 
line from Lake Ladoga in the 
north to the Volga River east 
of Moscow, thence south on the 
west bank of that river to Astra- 
khan. 

2. Turkey will be asked in Octo- 
ber for free passage of German 
troops to be sent to battle the Brit- 
ish in the Middle East. 

3. An attack on Siberia by Japan 
if the United States intervenes 
actively in the war. 

4. German aerial destruction of 
Russian industrial centers east of 
Moscow. 

5. Increased pressure on France, 
Spain and Portugal for occupa- 
tion of their Atlantic and African 
bases to tighten a counter-blockade 
of England. 

Fur Coats for Nazi Troops. 

One step toward overcomig dif- 
ficulties Napoleon faced in his 
futile Russian campaign already 
has been taken by the Germans, it 
was said. They were reported to 
have collected 5,000,000 fur coats 
to clothe Nazi soldiers during the 
winter. 

Success against the Russians and 
the British in the Near East, the 
sources said, would call for an 
Axis march in the spring on India, 
termed by Napoleon the keystone 
of the British empire. This march 
would coincide with Japanese 
drives from Indo-China against 
Burma and Malaya. 

Success against the 
alone and failure to defeat the 
British in the Middle East would 
mean German peace offers to 
Great Britain, the advices added, 
but rejection might bring ‘about 
the long-awaited Nazi attempt at 
invasion of the United Kingdom. 

The military sources reported 
that the slow advance of the Ger- 
man army had caused “visible dis- 
appointment” among the German 
population, who were more inter- 
ested in the prospect of rapid oc- 
cupation of the Ukraine than in 
capture of Smoiensk or Leningrad. 
Ukraine foods are expected to 
supplement German stores, but if 
the Ukraine is not occupied this 
month civilian rations will be re-

WORK STOPPAGE

said 348 men are involved. 

A statement issued at the yard,

CHURCHILL AND THE BRITISH PEOPLE 


LONDON (By Wireless). 
T luncheon time in the Ritz, 
Dorchester and Savoy hotels 
can be found Britons who are 
judicial and critical. They say 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
has bad advisers. They say he 
surrounds himself with personal 


has put a trade unionist in charge 
of labor who doesn’t push _ the 
workers hard enough, They say 
he has failed in some branches of 
service, 


When you ask mildly, “Why 
don’t you get somebody else?” they 
look horrified. They say, “We 
didn’t mean that, of course. He 
is indispensable. Nobody could 
take Churchill's place, But still 
one must admit—” and they are 
at it again. 


It is often very hard to remem- 
ber at such luncheons whether one 
is in London or New York, and 
whether the topic of the conversa- 
tion is Churchill or Roosevelt. 


But the man in the street not 


only. has faith in the Prime Min- 
ister, he loves him, He loves him 
because he is a gentleman, because 
he speaks the King’s English, be- 
cause he is very brave and be- 
cause he never puts on. 

The man in the street—and I 
have talked with hundreds in Lon- 
don and in the provinces—loves the 
Prime Minister because he is 
aware of Churchill’s burdens, 
which are only an enlargement of 
his own. The man in the street is 
aware, but not completely, that he 
wants to get on with the war. He 
wants everybody to do his best. 
He is furious if he thinks .some- 
thing is not being done that ought 
to be done, but he is patient with 
mistakes that arise from false cal- 
culation, if only he is doing his 
best. The average Englishman 
doesn’t doubt that the Prime Min- 
ister is doing his best, and his best 
is the best that can be done. 

* . — 

HE Prime Minister always pre- 
T sents to England his most san- 

guine face. What doubts and 
fears he has he keeps within the 
circle of his friends. In public 
he is debonair. In private he con- 
centrates; he is wary, skeptical 
and pessimistic as a matter of 
/policy. 

Let the country be optimistic; he 
believes in anticipating the worst. 
The country believes England will 
not be invaded. The Prime Minis- 
ter believes an invasion will be 
attempted and he does not write 
off the possibility of its success. 

It is true that practically every 
man, woman and child is in some 
part of the plan of the defense of 
the British Isles. It is true that 
any army hurled against these 
shores will confront the same pas- 
sionate rising of the people that 
quenched the fires in London with 
water and sand and with their 
coats and their burdened bodies. 

But Churchill, who speaks with 
romantic reason and passion to 
the English soul, weighs the odds 
with a cold logic. 

Ask him, “How are. you going 
to win the war?” and he replies, 
“First we shall see that we do not 
lose it.” 

He has surrounded himself with 
an atmosphere most sympathetic 
to him—women, pretty ones, and 
young people, preferably girls and 
devoted friends. The atmosphere 
is informal. He appears late at 
meals,-sometimes attired in a siren 
suit, which is exactly like the uni- 
form of a garage mechanic. He is 
likely to look you full in the face 
without seeing you, walk away and 
then suddenly turn and recognize 
you and begin to speak, 

His mind is on something else; 
on the desk he just left with re- 
ports and decisions and an unfin- 
ished speech. He is mercurial. He 
drums absently on the table; he 


friends, They complain that he; 


‘the fine and tilting 


changes the course of the conver- 
sation with non sequitur. 

But when he smiles and plunges 
into an exposition or argument it 
is with logic and eloquence. He 
has his eye on Adolf Hitler, an 
eye full of hate, but an eye that 
takes full appraisal of the enemy. 

When Winston Churchill speaks, 
one expects him suddenly to draw 
a sword. In his most casual speech 
phrase comes 
spontaneously. Of the Nazis he 
said “Their structure is brittle, but 
their front is brazen.”

T is impossible to pay him a 

compliment. 

“I am nothing,” he says. “But 
the people—have you seen the peo- 
ple? Do not bother about the big- 
wigs. Talk to the people.” 

When he speaks of the people 
a kind of cool fury obsesses him. 
“They suffer so,-and never a 
whimper. They suffer so for this 
stupid war that never would have 
happened if we had not been so 
blind; this war that should have 
been won before we fought it and 
that now must be fought through 
to the end.” 

When he speaks of the people 
he sees them as they were at Step- 
ney, Poplar and Bermondsey. “All 
their possessions were wiped out 
in one blast, the savings of a life- 
time. And what are they? Some 
pitiful sticks of furniture, curtains 
and bed linen.

This can be a won- 
derful world or a shambles and a 
prison. It will be a wonderful 
world if you help make it so.

Gen. Johnson — 
Says Effort to Con- 
serve Gasoline Is a 


Bungling Shot in 
the Dark. : 


By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
T sxe present hap-hazard, helter- 


skelter, unplanned method of 

cutting gasoline consumption in 
the Eastern part of the United 
States either isn’t going to work or 
it is going to raise unnecessary 
and unshirted hell with business, 
employment and the domestic and 
economic life of a large part of 
our population. 

A voluntary pledge to cut each 
citizen’s consumption of gasoline 
by one-third and the alternative 
universal threat to ration the use 
of gasoline by “pleasure automo- 
biles” to five gallons a week are 
eqaully silly. 

In the first place, there are pre- 
cious few people who know what 
their actual consumption of gaso- 
line has been. It varies with sea- 
sons and occasions. A pledge of 
that sort is to perform a mathe- 
matical operation on an unknown 
quantity. It is so absurb as to give 
an element of unreality to the 
whole effort. If I pledge myself 
to do something which can’t be de- 
fined, I am either a careless prom- 
iser or an irresponsible citizen. 

In the second place, what is a 
“pleasure automobile.” The word 
hath an unclean odor, millions of 
American workers travel to their 
daily jobs at plants located far 
from their homes in automobiles 
of styles varying from coffee-mill 
ear to more recent acquisi- 

ons. 


Cars Revolutionized System. 


revolution in our economic system 
and territorial redistribution of 
homes and factroies created by the 
automobile itself. 

These cars, after transporting 
thé man-power of our industrial 
effort, remain parked and idle dur- 
ing the working day—and they go 
home again in the evening. Are 
they “pleasure cars,” or a neces- 
sary part of our industrial system? 

When I entered the-farm imple- 
ment industry in 1919 it was an 
axiom proved by experience and 
study that a farmer could not go 
more than seven miles for his re- 
pairs. Spare parts for implements 
and their instant availability and 
complete interchangeability are 
necessary to a modern mechanized 
agriculture. You can’t let a whole 
harvest spoil because a gear on 
a header-thresher has gone hay- 
wire, So repair depots were pret- 
ty accurately located on a seven- 
mile radius. 

When I left the industry in 
1926, and due to the automobile, 
that radius had extended to 30 
miles. The whole farm industry 
is geared to the use of little cars. 
Are they “pleasure automobiles,” 
even though they are sometimes 
used to go to the movies? : 

And which: of these can cut their 
‘consumption one-third regardless 
of season and pressure of work? 
And can any of them perform 
their functions on five gallons of 
gasoline a week? You can’t apply 
such cast-iron rules without chaos. 
Gasoline consumption depends on 
the age and qvality of the car, the 
infinite variety of distances in- 
volved in its daily use for pur- 
poses sometimes not pleasureable 
at all, the difference between busy 
and slack seasons, and a hundred 
other controlling circumstances 
too numerous to discuss. 


Five Factors in Success. 


There is a way to do what is 
sought—and more. You can ac- 
complish most anything in this 
country by universal voluntary ef- 
fort. But it requires five things: 
(1) you must “sell” your proposi- 
tion by a full and frank disclosure 
of facts and figures proving neces- 
sity; (2) you must have a support- 
ing voluntary, crusading, uncom- 
pensated organization of leading 
citizens in every locality; (3) what 
you ask must be in common-sense 
flexibility for the infinite variety 
of needs; (4) you must have in- 
spirational leadership; and (5) not 
to mince words, you must prepare 
the ground by perfectly conditioned 
ballyhoo. 

I know something about this. I 
was part of an organization that 
sold a reluctant country the first 
conscription in our history to a 
point of enthusiastic, crusading, 
universal compliance. I was part 
of another that plastered the blue 
eagle and its sacrificial rules over 
97% per cent of American estab- 
lishments subject to its statute to 
a re-employment of nearly 3,000,- 
000 people and an increase of more 
than three billion dollars in pay- 
rolls. 

Both efforts were completed in 
six weeks, but both were carefully 
planned in every detail in advance. 
Both answered every one of the 
five requirements stated in the 
paragraph above. This petroleum 
effort meets none of these tests. 
It ig another blundering, bungling 
shot in the dark.

May Bring on 
Stomach Ills

AR jitters seem to have pene- 

trated into every field of hu- 

man activity. They certainly 
seem to have reached the doctors, 
reports I receiye from 
various medical meetings can be 
trusted. 


One of these states that war jit- 
ters have increased constipation, 
and another says they have in- 
creased diarrhea. One says they 
have increased the acid in the 
stomach causing stomach ulcers, 
and another that they have dried 
up all the acid in a lot of people’s 
stomachs causing atonic dyspepsia. 

Maybe all four are right. The 
stomach is a funny thing; and then 
there were the blind men and the 
elephant. One of them was right, 
when he got hold of the leg and 
concluded the elephant is like a 
tree, and the other was right when 
he got hold of the trunk and con- 
cluded the elephant is like a snake. 

The reports to which I refer 
started when it was stated that 
among the men who came through 
the hell of Dunkirk there was 
300 per cent mor. stomach ulcer 
than in the rest of the popula- 
tion. But the rest of the popu- 
lation suffered also and there has 
been a great increase in stomach 
complaints among the civilian pop- 
ulation of London. This is attrib- 
uted to hasty eating, irregular 
hours, nervousness, or war jit- 
ters, and coarse food.

Plenty of 
people have increase in stomach 
acid without having ulcer, and 
coarse food and irregular eating 
habits do not cause it, because it 
is com.ioner in those who are 
aainty in their food habits and 
like processed food, than it is in 
those who live or coarse food and 
have to take it at irrezular in- 
tervals. 

The explanation probably is that 
the stomach is the most emotional 
and temperamental organ in the 
body except maybe the intestines. 
And it is no wonder the war and 
the present situation have every- 
body tied up in hard knots. If pos- 
sible cultivate a philosophy—plenty 
of philosophy. Protect your poor 
old jittery stomach by not tak- 
ing the war too hard. They say 
nothing is as bad as it seems. May- 
be that even includes the war.

Apples peeled and sliced, prunes 
washed and soaked, chopped cel- 
ery, or sauerkraut are all favor- 
ite stuffings. Take your choice. 
There, is a rule that roasts should 
never be pricked, but roast duck 
or goose is an exception to the rule. 
Prick the skin with a fork be- 
fore and during roasting to let 
the fat run out. There is also 
another method for removing the 
major part of the fat. Place the 
unstuffed bird in a moderately hot 
oven (375 to 400 degrees F.) for 
20 to 30 minutes; them remove it 
from the oven and let it stand un- 
til almost cool before pouring off 
the fat. Return to the oven and 
repeat two or more times if neces- 
sary. Then roast the bird accord- 
ing to direction in the recipe. 
Roast Ducking. 

Choose a young duck for roast- 
ing. It should weigh about four 
to six pounds. Singe, wash sthor- 
oughly inside and out, and drain 
well. Be careful to remove any pin 
feathers which are present. Stuff 
the duck or not, as desired; cored 
and quartered apples may be 
placed inside to absorb any strong 
flavor, while celery and onions 
placed inside the duck help to sea- 
son it. 

Truss, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, and place on a rack in an 
open roasting pan. Cook in a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degrees F.), 
allowing about 20 minutes per 
pound. No basting will be neces-

N one sense, there is no such 
thing as “the right play.”

Declarer had bid and rebid 
spades and the king had then ap- 
peared in dummy. Would not West 
have had to fear a solid spade suit, 
as well as a solid club suit, unless 
he himself had the spade queen? 
Surely, with two or three small 
spades, he could not have risked 
a shift at the second trick. The 
inference was overwhelming that 
West had the spade queen; that he 
hoped to win with it on a second 
round finesse, and then put East 
in with a heart for a club return 
and ruff. 

Most declarers, I imagine, would 
take sufficient warning from the 
club shift to get out trumps in a 
hurry; they probably would cash 
the ace and king, disdaining the 
finesse. This particular declarer 
went further. Convinced that he 
had read West’s mind correctly, 
he led the spade jack and, when 
West played low, let it ride. After 
that, of course, the adverse trumps 
were easily picked up.
